As o rule, Jimmy Logs, who bhas
charge of the cleantiness of the decks,
always has extra cleaning, palnting!
| and so forth In mind, and the mal |
whose clothes get lnto the lucky bag
recelves 8o many hours' extra doty ns
a gentle reminder to be more careful |
in the future. 1lls name goes on Jim-|
my Legs' time book, and when there
Is any extra labor to be performed he
In called upon to assist.

This Is osoally the lot of the “lands-
man” who has not been aboard long |
[ enough to “learn the ropes.”

After they nre taken from the line
the stops are taken out and the clothes |
rolled In such o manner that they need
no ironing. ‘These rolls are then ﬂcd*
at onch end with the stops and are|
stowed away In the clothes bag. In|
this way all his clothes, both bine aud
white, are kept clean, and when Sun-
day morning comes and there Is gon-
eral (nspection on the quarter deck he
has no fear of belng reprimanded for
having on a solled uniform,

The hardest things of n sallor’s outfit
to wash are his blanket and hammock.
The hammoeck forms part of his equlp-
ment, but belongs to the ship, He is,
however, required to keep It clean.
His mattress and blanket are lashed
into the hammock aund stowed In the
nettings or crates provided for that
HLEpOsE.

Every day a couple or more men are
detalled to stow them away and at
night to break them out. It s this
handling so much that gets them fear-
fully dirty, especlally while n ship Is
coallng. Whep washing his hammock,
n sallor lnys It Oat on the deck and
| uses a wire brush to get it clean, with
the hsslstince of soap and lots of “el-
hmfﬂ?mmp '

In vislting a forelgn port and before
the ship has come to anchor it wiil be
surrounded by “bumboats,” generally
bringlng out washerwomen, who are
usually negresses and who clamor for
any work In the laundry lne. They
do good work and charge very lttle
for it. They always show thelr refer-
ences from the last ship and always
want a new one toadd to thelr already
long list,

It 18 In wet and stormy weather that
the saflor has his owny troubles trylng
to dry his clothes, Round the uptakes
of the smokestack there I1s a drying
poom in which clothes may be hung,
but as they grow yellowlash when hung
there often thls room s used as little
as posalble. In the newer men-of-war
there are installed washing and drylng
machines which greatly facliitate the
laundry work, making It Inexcusable
for n sallor to have solled clothes.
This machine, which dries clothes by
contrifugal motion, does the work rap-.
fdly and well.

These machines, which are belng
added to all the new ships, will in
time do away with all band work., The

DID LEE EXPECT DEFEAT?
The General's Significant Statement
After Snilors Creek.

My last otficial lutercourse with Gen
retrent, 1 was
seut to him with dispatches from Pres
fdent Davis and reached him near mid
night of April 6 pear Rice's station, |
approached without belng challenged
by a sipgle sentinel and found him
standing near a smoldering fire with

one of his hands resting on an ||1||

bulaoee wheel, He was dictating some
order to Colonel Marshall, who sat v
tho ambulance with a lap desk recelv
Ing his dictation. As General Lec
spoke he gazed Into the bed of coals
ns If welghing every word. There was

| no staff or cscort about, so far ns 1

could see, ‘I’ntn"hlpg Sallors Creek, be
spoke bitterly and sald in answer to
Mr, Davis' desire to know his proposed
Ine of eetreat that It was beyond his
control; that he bad Intended to re
treat Ly the lne of the Danville roud
but had been forced off that route by
the arrival of Sheridan abead of him
at Burkville; that he was then follow
fng the lye of the Southside road to
Lynchburg, but the enemy was oul-
marehing hlin and might force him off
that hils movements wore dependeni
on the developments of each bour, and
then he added: "How can I tell? A
few more Sallors Creeks and It will all
be over—just where I thought It would
end from the beginning.” When I first
published this statement Its truthful-
ness was questioned.  Fortunately 1
aftorward saw two of his staff, both
of whom sald they had heard hlm es-
press himself In the same way. There
may have been times when General
Lee, elated by some of his surprising
puccesses, folt hopeful about the tri-
umph of our cause. From the proba-
bilities based on numbers and resources
his judgment may have been warped
away now and then by the feellng he
expressed when, after Becond Manas
sas, Sharpsburg, Fredericksburg amd
Chancellorsville, he sald, “No general
ever commanded such troops as Lhose
upder me.” But his mind was too
mathematieal In [ts worklongs, and all
its ealculntions were too habltually
based upon what could be done with
a given number of men and n certaln
amount of material to make him forgoet
the vast disparity between the contest-
ants or hope for ultimate triumph.—

A WITTY JUDGE.

His Conclusions on the Evidence of
Ditto*and True.

The late Hou. Noah Davis, well
known throughout the country as the
Judge who tried and sentenced Boss
Tweed, was justly celebrated in many
ways. Ile was of that type of jurist
for which western New York was
famed doring the half century follow-
ing 1850, Orleans county is proud of
him as one of her noblest and most dis-
tinguished soms. He was slightly
above medium belght, full habited,
large head, fine, clean cut face—indeed,
a striking figure In any community. He
was & well read Inwyer, an honest,
| fair minded judge, with a keen sense
| of humor and withal something of a

writer and poet, The following lines
[ from his pen, written on the spur of

the moment and o the midst of a trial,
| Mustrate the alertness and quality of
| his mind. They ure perhups the best
| play upon words of which we have any
record In the English language,

It was at the Niagara elrcuit In the
early seventies. Judge Davis presided.
An actlon in ejectment was called.
The dispute was over a party wall or

It was purely & ques-
tlon for the civll englneer. The divi-
slon line extablished and the case was
woun. The defendant’s attorney, realis-
ing this, calied as expert witnesses the
Hon, John A, Ditto, city engloeer of
Buffalo, and the Hon, A. R. True, the
engineer who constructed the canta-
lever bridge over Niagara river at the
falls, They were two of the most emi-
nent elvil engineers in the state. They
made a survey of the premises and es-
tablished the division line as contended
for by the defendant and when called
to the witness stand so testified, glving
monuments, courses and distances with
such minute exactness that they could
not be succesefully controverted. The
moment True, who followed Ditto as a
witness, left the stand, Judge Davis
wrote these lines and passed them to
the clerk to hand to plalntiff’s counsel:

Binca True swears ditto to Ditto,

And Ditto swenrs ditto o True,

It True be true and Ditto be ditto,
1 think they're too many for you.
